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They rumbled into Baghdad at last with RCT-5 near the Dyala River 
Artillery shells fire back at the military encampment while ll( T 1 and RCT-7 
charge into the center of the city. For days, precis ion -guided bombs from 
U.S r aircraft had pounded die city, weakening the Republic Guard strong- 
holds and probably sparing many lives that would have been otherwise lost. 

The various regiments engaged in a number of scattered fire fights, but 
the most poignant and symbolic victory for the Coalition forces came on 
April 10. On this day the military seized Saddam's family palace-com pound 
without a fight, llic troops haired at Firdos Square, Ihcrc, a six-meter high 
metal statue of Saddam Hussein with his arm upraised loomed above the 
traffic circle. His stance was reminiscent of Stalin, ruling with an iron fist. 
This is the man, Kat reminded herself, who would be Nebuchadnezzar^ a 
man with an ego and ambition virtually unrivaled in the Middle East. This is 
the man who through intimidation was able to bring together the Sunnis and 
Shiites and breakdown many of the tribal customs. But some felt his evil 
surpassed his good and were glad to he rid of him. 

Firdos Square was crowded with Iraqis that were attempting to knock 
over the statue of Saddam Hussein. A tank crew decided to help diem and 
hooked two cables ro rhe neck of the statue. The other ends of the cables 
were attached to a M-88 tank retriever, To die cheers and applause of the 
gathering Iraqis in die street — and broadcast around the world — the tank 
pulled away, toppling the statue of Saddam Hussein to the ground, in a 
moment diat resonated widi as much poignancy as the toppling of die Berlin 
Wall- Iraqi men quickly dragged Saddam's head along the street, with men 
and boys slapping it with their shoes, A man yelled b "Damn you, Saddamf 
Go to hell f Damn vou, Saddam] Go to hell!" 

A field hospital set up in one of the more secure areas near downtown 
Baghdad was staffed by both coalition and Iraqi doctors. It was one of die 
few positive happenings among many negatives that Baghdad could be 
proud of Most of the patients were children and mothers. To insure media 
attention, the Iraqi medical staff had somehow convinced members of the 

Iraqi's Symphony Orchestra to visit and perform a few pieces, The military 
wanted to present a picture of normalcy, cooperation and promise for the 
visiting reporters, upper brass and politicians. They had even set up a table 
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loaded with a selection of Iraqi dishes to carer to the dignitaries visiting die 
field hospital. On it was al maskoof a fresh water fish from the Tigris river, 
hummus, baba giinoush, tabbouk'h, burnish, Kubba, und the Famous Iraqi 
kabab. They even had kubba hamiz, a famous Iraqi dish consisting of 
minced meat and minced rice stuffed with meat and spices, all in tomato 
sauce with chick peas, turnips, rice and other vegetables. They had a 
delicious dessert called min alsama, which Iraqis claimed is prepared only in 
their country. Kilt's favorite was the Iraqi pickles made from cucumbers 



fermenred in date vinegar and staffed with parsley and garlic. Wliilc people 
mingled and sampled the epicurean delight^ the music of Amr Diab played 
in the background. His songs were big hits in Iraq. They were mosdy love 
songs that sounded very contemporary with a middle east flair. Bakr told 
Kat diat Amr Diab was one of die biggest super stars in Iraq. Kat visited the 
field hospital section where the kids were being treated. After Amr's 
beautiful song called "Wahshten/' ended, some musicians from the Iraqi's 



Symphony Orchestra played 'My Counrry T " which brought tears to many in 
the mingling crowd- It is an intense haunting song that talks about reuniting 
everyone and healing wounds. It is a beautiful piece that ends with "Oh my 
beloved Iraq/* being repeared. 

As Senator Lafbrge with Bakr's help, talked to some of the wounded 
children^ an Iraqi gentleman in a hospital smock walked toward her smiling 
broad] y.

Finally, a sign of all these pressures was that Congress, rarely 
subtle when it is passionately in pursuit of newfound truths* tried, 
instantaneously, to recast the international broadcasting structures. 
Senator Joseph Biden, the chair of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, proposed a half-billion dollar initiative for a satellite 
television channel that won Id compete with \\ ja/.eera to reach 
"younger Muslims who are seen as an ti- American," By 2003 1 this 
took the form of a $30 m it] ion appropriation.. Congress raced, as 
well, to establish a new surrogate Radio Free Afghanistan at the 
beginning of the U.S. bombing campaign. According to Congress- 
man Ed Royce, this station was. necessary ,k to do what was done with 
Radio Free Europe in Poland and Czechoslavkia. When we talk 
with leaders [there], they say that the hearts and minds of those 
people in those countries were turned by the opportunity to listen 
daily to a radio broadcast which explained what was actually hap- 
pening in their society,"** 

In addition, there was enthusiasm for a new Middle East Radio 
Network (MERN) P now called Radio Sawa 4 targeted at young Arabs 
with ii ''musical mix [that] will run from Madonna and the Back- 
street Boys to popular Middle Eastern Singers like Egypt's Amr 
Diah."^
